Admiral to Be the Supreme Officer at 
Vladivostok 
St. Petersburg, 
May 20.—Vice Ad­ 
miral Biri Jeff, who 
has been named 
for the supreme naval command in 
the Pacific, will leave for Vladivostok 
on May 25 to assume charge there and 
make preparations for repairing and 
refitting the vessels of Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky’s Heel when 
they ar­ 
rive. 
By imperial command Vice Admiral 
Pdrileff will have all the rights and 
powers of a commander of the army, 
ami the commander of the Vladivostok 
garrison will lie subjected to Ins or­ 
ders, thereby avoiding the possibility 
of any conflict of authority in (ase of 
a siege, as at Port Arthur. 
’’I have 
no intention 
of relieving 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky of the im­ 
mediate command of the fleet if he is 
well and able to perform his duties on 
his arrival at Vladivostok,” said the 
admiral, who is small of stature and 
short of hair, but keen and alert in 
bearing. 
“ I have respect for his quali­ 
fications 
as a fleet commander 
and 
there will be plenty for us both to do.” 
Admiral Pirileff, who in spite of his 
aixty-four years is overflowing with 
energy, has the reputation of being a 
strict 
disciplinarian. 
He 
expressed 
himself hopeful over the prospects for 
the Russians in the corning naval en­ 
counter. 
He 
said 
he believed 
the 
Russian Pacific fleet was destined to 
restore the naval 
supremacy in the 
Pacific, which was lost at the very out­ 
break of the war.

Chicago,

recommended by a jury in Judge Kers- 
te n ’s 
court. 
The crime for 
which 
Hoch will be led to the gallows was 
the murder of his last known wife, 
Mrs. Marie Welcker-Hoch. 
Hoch had 
been married to this woman but a few 
days when she became suddenly ill 
and died. 
He then formed an alliance 
with Mrs. Emilie Fischer, the sister 
of the dead woman. 
After securing 
Mrs. Fischer’s money, Hoch fled from 
Chicago. 
This woman in quest of re­ 
venge notified the police 
that Hoch 
had poisoned her sister and a search 
for Hoch was begun. 
Ile was found 
two weeks 
later in New York 
and 
brought back to Chicago, where he was 
confronted by several of his supposed 
wives. 
During the trial expert testi­ 
mony was offered by the state that 
Hoch had poisoned the woman by ad- 
ministc ring arsenic. 
The day’s 
verdict was one 
of the 
quickest on record in Cook county, the 
jury having reached a decision in less 
than half an hour. 
Three ballots were 
taken. 
The first ballot was unanimous 
as to I loch’s guilt and then a ballot 
followed as to the punishment to be 
inflicted. 
This ballot showed ten in 
favor of the death penalty and two for 
lite imprisonment. 
A third ballot re­ 
sulted in the twelve jurymen voting 
for the death penalty. 
“Its All Off With John.” 
“ Well, I guess its all off with John,” 
groaned Hoch, as the verdict was read 
in court, but it was plain he was great­ 
ly affected. 
He had sat in a stooping 
position, but when the word “death” 
was reached he 
turned pale, stared 
hopelessly at the jurors and then sank 
limp in his chair. 
He nodded his 
head. 
He seemed 
unable to realize what was said. After 
a moment 
of silence 
he asked 
the 
question “Another one?” 
No person 
understood what he meant. 
A bailiff 
tapped him on the shoulder and tried 
to bring him to. 
Several women who 
had been awaiting the verdict fainted 
iii the courtroom. 
In the commotion 
that followed Iioch was escorted from 
the courtroom by a bailiff. 
Iloch’s attorneys will ask for a new 
trial, although 
the condemned nmn 
after reaching his cell declared he was 
ready to die and would be better satis­ 
fied if they did not make the effort.

night. now 
that I have been 
found 
guilty,” he said, “I am not afraid to 
die, and the sooner ii is over with the 
better.” 
Hoch expressed great surprise at the 
finding of the jury and declared that 
tho jurors did not take time to con­ 
sider the evidence. 
Hoch denied positively that he had 
committed any crime or had murder­ 
ed a number of wives, as had been al­ 
leged, and displayed some bitterness 
in speaking of the matter. 
“ Such talk is foolish,” he said, “the 
; reports have I 
'ti spread that I am a 
modern ‘Bluebeard.’ 
This 
is untrue. 
All that can be said against me is that. 
I committed bigamy.”

said:

J n p n n m c Uh roil Foresee* I', n o r i i i o h m 
T r a d e —W n n f * fC e o n o in lo Al t i n h o p , 
Baron Kaneko of Japan, whose visit 
to the Baited States has been for the 
special purpose of studying economic 
conditions, recently spoke as follows at 
Washington, says the New York Times: 
“ In the next five or ten years Ameri­ 
can trade with th** far east, particular­ 
ly with Japan, will expand with enor­ 
mous rapidity. 
The reason is plain. 
We have to depend on America for raw 
materials, and you have to depend on 
Japan for raw materials. 
Our cotton 
factories depend entirely upon Ameri­ 
can raw cotton. 
We must depend on 
you for tobacco leaf. 
We look to you 
for breadstuffs, for iron and steel, east, 
bar and sheet iron aud machinery. 
These things we cannot make in our 
country. 
“On the other hand, we send you 
raw silk -you cannot raise it. 
We 
give you about $60,OOO,m o worth of 
tea each year. 
In other tilings which 
never compete we provide your coun­ 
try, and th** balance of trade is carried 
out by tills means. 
“At present we cannot tell when the 
w ar will end, but sooner or later nor­ 
mal business conditions must return. 
We have spent enormous stuns of 
money. We have had a great strain on 
our financial power. 
It will take four 
of five years for us to recover, and by 
that time the United States will have 
established ti firm grasp on the east, 
since you have such low Interest on 
your money, such tremendous money 
power and skillful business men. 
The 
United States will lie the gainer, and 
you will have trade there pretty much 
your own way. 
“Therefore I am studying what is the 
prospect for Jap an in the future in 
regard to tin* far eastern trade iii order 
th a t we may establish some commer­ 
cial 
understanding with the United 
States, so that we may work so as not 
to collide with cavil other, not to come 
into trade conflict. 
If we can form an 
economic alliance the commerce of the 
far east will I*** developed without any 
hindrance or molestation. 
My belief Is 
that in the twentieth century diplo­ 
macy must be founded on commerce 
and that in developing strong commer­ 
cial ties we are preserving the peace 
of the world better than by any other 
means.” 


THEORY ABOUT CHERRIES. 


a M n n ’M Kro<ion W hy T r f m F lo o r- 
Uh Only E v e ry Other Year. 
A citizen of Council Bluffs, la., has 
advanced a new reason for the biennial 
cherry crop and Is confident he has dis­ 
covered a remedy, says a special dis­ 
patch from Council Bluffs to the Bt. 
Louis Post Dispatch. 
Explaining his 
theory recently to a meeting of tin* 
Council 
Bluffs 
Horticultural society 
his Idea was generally received with 
favor, and should the present season 
prove the truth of his contention a new 
and profitable discovery will have been 
m ade in fruit growing. 
George Wilson, who has made a life 
study of fruit growing, has come to the 
conclusion that the reason cherries are 
abundant only every other year is be­ 
cause of the m anner in which they are 
picked. Ills theory Is that when the 
cherries are picked tile buds for the 
next year's crop are pulled off with the 
fruit. The method of picking cherries 
is to pull both stem and cherry from 
the tree. “If you will notice a basket 
of cherries in the market,” he says, 
“you will see that p art of the bark of 
the limb is on the stein. Usually there 
are several cherries hanging together, 
and if you will look closely you will 
find buds on the stem. All other fruit 
leaves its stem on the parent stalk. 
Plums, apricots, apples, peaches, rasp­ 
berries, blackberries and other fruits 
drop off, or, when picked, pull off with­ 
out bringing the stem with them.” 
Mr. -WIla*rn lost sum m er clipped a ll 
his cherries from the trees with shears, 
and tills year tile trees are full of 
bloom, promising an abundant yield. 
H is experiment is being watched with 
interest.

CUYLER ADANS ITS FOUNDER 


Erratic Action of Compass Caus­ 


es His Belief in Presence of 


IrotrOre 


I have gathered information at your 
request for a short history of the Guy una 
Iron Range, which, in the space of four 
months, has given Brainerd and Deer- 
wood and Crow Wing county more ad­ 
vertising than they have had in the past 
thirty years. 
The history of the range is, up to this 
year, nothing more than a statement of 
the work of Mr. Cuyler Adams, of Du­ 
luth, in developing a theory and then 
demonstrating that his theory was cor­ 
rect. 


Mr. Adams and his family many years 
ago bought large tracts of land at Deer- 
wood, then called Wallington, because 
of the richness of the land and the 
beauty of its location, and lived there 
occasionally summers. 
Along in the 
nineties other non residents, mostly 
from Duluth and Superior, began to 
learn of Deerwood and its surrounding 
lakes. It is probable that the bass fish­ 
ing in Serpent lake for the past thirty 
years has never been excelled in the 
United States for so long a period of 
continuous fishing without artificial 
propogation of fish. 
Mr. Adams, in his summer vacations, 
ran out the lines of his land and found 
difficulty in doing it on account of mag­ 
netic influence. Since when has the 
county surveyor of Crow Wing count) 
not been denounced for inaccuracy, and 
did any two surveyors ever agree on 
their lines? Certain residents of Brain­ 
erd will recollect subscribing to a fund 
to enable P. G. Fogelstrom to bore for 
iron near the present driving park, he 
having noticed the irregular action of 
the compass there, and strangely enough 
had he gone deeper ho was very near 
the ore. 
Mr. Adams had some gaological know-

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ledge also and that the Mississippi river 
should make a wide bend to the west 
north of Aitkin struck him as a circum­ 
stance showing that it could not break 
through some formation on the south. 
His curiosity was excited and he began 
to study iron formations showing mag­ 
netic attractions. 
He spent three years 
in New York reading technical works in 
tho libraries and even obtained transla­ 
tions of Swedish books. 
He visited and 
examined other iron ranges. 
He also 
experimented with what is called a dip 
compass, an instrument something like 
an ordinary compass turned up side­ 
ways so that the needle, when attracted, 
moves down or dips instead of moving 
to one side, the assumption in using it 
being that when it is carried across a 
magnetic body it will begin to dip as 
the person carrying it approaches the 
magnetic formation, will stay dipped 
until the ore body is passed and then re­ 
turn gradually to its original position. 
In the case of the Brainerd formation 
and other iron deposits which he stud­ 
ied, Mr. Adams found, as perhaps others 
before him had learned, that it was not 
the merchantable ore body itself which 
affected the needle, but magnetic rock 
formation which shaded into ore. 
He 
began a systematic dip needle survey, 
as it might be termed, of the country 
east and west of Deerwood,. working as 
far east as Aitkin and west to Little 
Falls. He made maps of magnetic lines 
and after ten years of study and work 
he had data enough to warrant him in 
putting in his own money and asking 
other people to put in theirs, to tho end 
that a practical monopoly of the lands 
believed to contain ore might be secur­ 
ed. R. It. Wise and H. I. Cohen, of 
Brainerd, were among those who first 
purchased stock, somewhat to the amuse­ 
ment of their friends, but “He who 
laughs last laughs best.” 
Mr. Adams had also in 1903 begun 
drilling on his own land near Deerwood 
and had found ore. 
He also leased and 
found ore on land owned by George 
Merriott. Options on land near .Jones­ 
ville were given to Pickands-Mather 
Co., the great Cleveland iron corpora 
tion, and Duluth parties are drilling be­ 
tween Jonesville and Deerwood. 
All 
have found ore in almost exactly the lo­ 
cations indicated by Mr. Adams. 
Hartley, A lbright, Hemstead, Hoi 
land, O'Brien and perhaps other enter­ 
prising Brainerd men bought dip needles 
and began the study of iron formations 
and acquired title to prospective mines, 
all to the great satisfaction of Crow 
Wing county farmers, who have taken 
little interest in iron when they could 
get seventy-five dollars an acre for land 


on the theory that “A bird in the hand 
is worth two in the bush.” 
The vein of ore, as at present known, 
is only from two to four hundred feet in 
width, but there are many land owners 
who are reasonably certain, in their own 
minds, that the compass does not work 
properly on their land and “there must 
be iron,” or it would. Mr. Adams'com­ 
panies are satisfied with what they have 
and are buying no more. Quite a body 
of ore has been shown on the south side 
of Babbitt lake also, of which little has 
been said, and that range is something 
of a mystery. Such, in a commonplace 
way without technical details, is the his­ 
tory to date of the Cuyuna range. 
It 
has a large body of ore running from 
40 to GO per cent in iron, but very—high - 
in phosphorus, which is a disturbing 
factor. It is not so detrimental as for­ 
merly, however, as furnaces are increas­ 
ing in the north for the high ■ phos­ 
phorus ores which are common in Ten- 
nesse and Alabama, and when other 
ores become scarce enough, which will 
be soon at the present rate of consump­ 
tion, Brainerd ores will be used. 
Until 
that time its owners will have to pos­ 
sess their souls in patience. 
The Cuyuna range is not like tho 
Mcsaba, but is a vertical formation like 
the Wisconsin range, and lies under a 
deep surface which makes it necessary 
to use underground mining methods 
however, employs many more miners 
than the open [tit mines, hence that fact 
helps the future of Brainerd, Deerwood 
and Crow Wing county.
